nervous and mental diseases. 


When a headache is due to a brain 


tumor or a brain abscess, there is only 
one possible relief: namely, removal 
by surgery. Fortunately, these are not 
•the principal causes of headache. 
'S/iOecasiOttally a headache is due to an 


infection of the brain by some germ. 
Here the attack should be made 
through the body generally rather than 
directed specifically toward the head. 


Some headaches are associated with 


a rise in blood pressure and hardening 
of the arteries. Here again treatment 
should apply to the general conditions. 


A common form of headache is that 


due to infection of the sinuses around 
the nose. In such ailments the sinuses 
are treated. Sometimes the frontal 
sinuses which lie above the eyes, on 
each side of the nose, become blocked, 
causing a certain type of headache. It 
is possible for a specialist in diseases 
of the nose to apply treatment which 
will relieve the blocking and thus pre- 
vent further development of head- 
aches. 


Pain coming from infection of the 


sinuses usually is worse in the morning 
or at midday, and then lessens in the 
late afternoon or early evening. The 
reason for this is that the sinuses be- 
gin to drain after the person has been 
in an upright position or eight or 10 
hours. 


The degree of pain is not always an 


indication of extent of infection. Some- 
:imes a small infection in one sinus 
will cause much pain. In other cases 
a large infection will bring relatively 
ittle pain, everything depending on 
the extent to which the infection has 
opportunity to drain out of the sinuses.

Superstition Works Against Happiness 


It is very difficult to rid the child 


of superstition. Even those who stout- 
ly deny that they have any truck with 
omens and charms nearly always hide 
belief in signs. And if they also de- 
ride the "hunch" or "lucky streak," 
well find them talking about thought 
waves and such. 


When we get into the latter realm, it 


is hardly right to call it superstition. 
On this subject whol elibraries have 
been written. I myself, like most peo- 
ple of philosophical turn, know that 
the mind is capable of un-obvious mys- 
teries. So why decry that about which 
we know practically nothing? It would 
be like denouncing radio because we 
don't understand it. But there it is. 


However, the fact stands that wheth- 


er we go in for the deeper sciences or 
have an obsession about clovers and 
horse shoes, black cats and ladders, 
there is in every man, woman and 
child a strong affinity for superstition. 
So, as I have said, it is not easy to rid 
our children of it. 


Become Psychic Slaves 


The intelligent thing to do is to 


frankly tell them that there is nothing 
in mere things. The umbrella raised 
in the house, crossing fingers to ward 
off disaster, carrying a lucky piece or 
wearing a certain hat have no more 
power than a drink of water. What 
they do is to make a person feel more 
confident, and very often more dis- 
couraged, as in the case of the ladder 
or black cat. And accent this, that 
the result of such beliefs works againsl 
the person's happiness nine times oui 
of ten. He gets so nervous and cow- 
ardly that he gets to depend frantical- 


ly on every little thing he sees. When 
this happens, he is a slave of the worst 
kind. He won't enjoy anything he 
does but will be forever looking for- 
ward to that awful thing the ladder 
says will happen or the innocent black 
cat picked out for him when it crossed 
the road. His whole life will be mis- 
erable. 


Tell him that the secret of his con- 


fidence when he feels that lucky mon- 
key, 
or horse or coin in his pocket, is 


in his own mind. He can use his mind 
quite as well without it. He can say 
to himself: "I am going to be able to 
win in this race, because I think so. 
Because I can. Because some little 
spirit of courage inside of me says, 
'You can win it. You will do it'." 


People Reflect Your Attitude 


Tell him also that he gets back what 


he gives. If he hates people, they will 
hate him. He can't keep his feelings a 
secret. But if he is trying hard to like 
people they will certainly make him 
feel better. His whole conduct and 
the way he thinks will be all the luck 
he needs. He has to have pluck also, 
and stop feeling shivery and sorry for 
himself. If he makes mistakes he can't 
very weJJ help, well—every one makes 
mistakes. 


They say the greater the man, the 


more mistakes he has made. Active 
people always are making them. But 
no charm will help him out. If he has 
courage ot stand disappointments 2nd 
his own blunders and doesn't brood 
too much, and can pick himself up and 
go right at it again, that's the swellest 
lucky piece he can carry. Kindness, 
course, self-confidence. These are the 
fetishes of success.

A Book a Day

Splendid Atidmloffy of "New Republic" 


In November, 1014, a new magazine 


made its bow to the American rending 
public— a rough-paper affnir, dedicat- 
ed to improvement of the American 
democracy by n process of intelligent 
nnd searching criticism. 


Ever since then that magazine, the 


New Republic, has been one of the im- 
portant civilizing forces at work in 
America. It has 
occasionally been 


shrill and it has occasionally Rol off 
on the wrong foot; and now' and then 
it has irritated some of the few people 
whom it did not intend to irritate- 
but- in the main it has been a valuable 
and outspoken organ of the civilized 
minority. 


There is at hand todny nn excellent 


compendium of the magazine's 20-odd 
years of activity- "The New Republic 
Anthology" (Dodge: §3), edited by 
Groff Conklin and containing some 550 
pages of essays, poems, editorials, re- 
view.",, and reportorial articles which 
were printed in flic Now Republic be- 
tween 1915 and 1035. 


There is first-rate stuff in this hook, 


and one proof of it is the fact that so 
many of these pieces read just as well 
now as they did when they first ap- 
peared. Considering the fact that there 
is supposed to be nothing so dead as 
last week's journalism, this is real 
proof of enduring merit. 


One can quarrel with any anthology 


of course. I could wish that more of 
the earlier pieces had been reprinted 
and fewer of the later ones; I would 
particularly like to see more articles 
from that period when the New Re- 
public followed the Wilsonian line so 
closely that it was uimorccl to be Wil- 
son's personal organ. 


But that is a quibble. All in all, the 


book is a fine job, filled with thought- 
ful and illuminating writing; the rec- 
ord of a long and effective fight for 
liberalism.

the bag," that's what he believes. 


The president's unquenchable op-1 


timism Is so pronounced among his 
characteristics that this self assurance 
F. hardly to be recommended as a tip to 
gamblers. It docs, however, provide 
the key to one of the chief phases of 
New Deal campaign strategy as laid 
down by F. D. R. himself. 


He has insisted that Democrats must 


not embark on a slambang. bitter, 
harsh-ton gucd attack. Some of his ad- 
visers have argued heatedly with him 
about this, stressing the need or their 
own personal desire to "take the hide 
off Governor Landon and other op- 
position leaders. 


But Roosevelt, confident that he can 


afford to avoid that sort of thing, in- 
sists that he is most of all desirous of 
having as little bad feeling in the 
country after the election as is pos- 
sible. 


The president—nnd this goes for 


many other New Dealers—is said to 
fear that the nation must sooner or 
later face the menace of Fascism.

Common hill to Parkman bandstand, 
where the president spoke, the Com- 
mon was a mass of people straining at 
police lines.

of Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
Mr. Roosevelt had encountered such 
huge, uncontrolled crowds that his 
aides telephoned ahead for the assit- 
ance of state troopers in keeping the 
throngs in hand.

ter football fakes are pulled by big 
teams just as strong or stronger than 
Iheir opponents. 


The situation usually is set up by 


the offensive club having sufficient 
power to draw the defense out of po- 
sition, or causing it to play in an un- 
orthodox manner, thus opening it so 
a trick can click. 


'the most perfect fake seldom fools 


all 11 men of an opposing outfit. If 
you can fox two or three college play- 
ers today, you should get yardage. For 
instance, on a simple off-tackle play, 
if the blocking back is clever enough 
to draw the end out v/ith threat of a 
sweep around him, he can do a much 
nearer perfect job of clearing the way 
than otherwise. 


No inferior aggregation ever repelled 


a superior team on tricks alone. De- 
ception must be handled by good play- 
ers who have acquired timing, phy- 
sical ability, and histrionic talent. 


Perhaps the most thrilling bit of 


deception in intercollegiate football in 
the last few years was executed by 
Louisiana State against Georgia in 
1935. The Tigers lined up for a punt in 
their end zone. Jess Fatheree, Louisi- 
ana State tail back in the tandem of 
[>unt formation, took ihe ball off the: 
punier';; hand after he had faked a 
kick, and ran 105 yards fur a touch- 
down.

Receiver of Forward Pass Must .... 


Have Histrionic Talent 


Very fine deception can be had in a 


forward pass game. In spite of all the 
intricate 
ballhandling 
behind 
the 


scrimmage line, the great bulk of the 
deception in forward passing is prac- 
ticed by the receivers racing down the 
field. This deception takes the form 
of sudden breaks 
and 
darts and 


changes of pace, not only by the actual 
receiver, but also by decoys, who seek 
to lure the defense away from the 
true receiver. 


We hear and read a lot about famous 


football trick plays of grandfather's 
day—the Carlisle Indian who ran to 
a touchdown with the ball stuffed un- 
der his jersey, the old "hideout" play, 
the "Statue of Liberty," the "tower 
play," and many others—yet it's a fact 
that most coaches today spend even 
more time trying to develop deception 
than they did back in the noseguard 
era. 


Today we have spinners, reverses, 


double reverses, false reverses, and 
fake spinners, all of which come under 
the heading of hidden ball plays. Some 
of them are close kin to the old da/.- 
zlers. For instance, take the double 
reverse, which is nothing but the old 
"criss-cross.'' 


Pop V/arner probably gave these 


r;lays mere impetus than any other 
coach, although Percy Haughton of 
Harvard used considerable hidden ball 
.stuff. 


Exhaustive Scouting Spurs I)c- 


vclopmcnt of Fake Plays 


One of the most pyrotechnical mod- 


ern fake-; is Bob Zuppke's "Flying 
Trapeze," which Illinois executed by 
pushing out a lateral off a reverse 
and then throwing a long forward 
pass off the lateral. All this multiple 
handling of the ball took up enough 
time so that the receiver could get far 
down the field. This play dealt Ohio 
State its only defeat in 1934 and scored 
several times for Zuppke. 


There are several reasons why de- 


ception in the attack is u.sed more than 
ever in present-day football. 
High 


ichool players corne up to the univer- 
sity better coached, especially on de- 
fense, than formerly. Also, there are 
more good college coaches nowadays. 


The forward and lateral passes have 


opened up avenues of deception. Play- 
ers get a thrill out of executing de- 
ceptive plays, and crowds get a kick 
out of seeing them. 


Also, exhaustive scouting makes it 


hard to run straight stuff all the time. 


Incidentally, our Big Six Conference 


scouting rules are the tightest in the 
nation. Where outside teams psually 
put from two to six scouts on a team, 
and at least one on every game an op- 
ponent plays, Big Six rules limit scout- 
ing to one man to a game.

medium of a portable box that looks 
jlike n cash register, London spectators 
recently sat comfortably in a studio 
and watched a golf match played eight 
miles away.

which for some time has been carried 
| about the grounds of Alexandra palace, 
in what is considered England's first 
practical broadcasting of television. 


The interested group which watched

Compston, the king's golf coach, be- 
came stymied. His look of dismay was 
clearly seen and his exclamation of an- 
noyance plainly heard. 


The British Broadcasting Company 


is testing two rival systems, both the 
result of a decade of experimenting 
by their inventors.

have to be amplified more than a 
million times before being sent through 
the radio transmitter. 


The British Broadcasting Systcr is 


spending an appropriation of a mil- 
lion pounds to test the systems in an 
effort to discover the most efficient 
means of television broadcasting. 


Its officials seem assured that they 


are on the threshold of actual trans- 
mission of scenes in a practical way.
